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other SY — ſhould — as they might fozfeit,as by 
the ſaid Act appeareth : which Statute was ſeldome oz neuer (eſpectally of late) put in exetu⸗ 
tion, foꝛ that it was in ſome caſes too rigoꝛous, in others very darke and obſcure, and now foꝛ⸗ 
aſmuch as concerneth the paſſage of the Engliſh Subtects into the kingdome of Scotland, 
become voyd and extinct in reſpect of the happy Union of both Kingdomes vnder one Soue- 
raigne : His moſt Excellent Maieſtie (pzeferring alwayes the tranquilitie ofhis loning Sub- 
tects,befoze ſuch and ſo great aduantage as he might reape by recouery of ſuch penalties)hath 
not onely ſuffered that particular bzanch of the Statute afozeſaid to fall tothe ground, ( the 
-continuation whereof were both vniuſt,and an apparant marke of ſeparation)but hath bene 
content, beſides that particular clauſe which was included in the Atte paſſed at the laſt Hel⸗ 
ſion of Parliament foꝛ aboliſhing of Hoſtflitie , and the memozy of all things that depend 
thereon,to aſſent (in fauour of the Sublect)to repeale the whole Statute it ſelfe of Richard the 
ſecond. And pet his Maieſtie ( whole care doethener watch ouer the weale of his Subtects) 
conſidering that thepzincipall duetie and allegiance of all his Subiects,doeth chiefly conſiſt to 
attend at all times the ſeruite and defenceoftheir natural Liege Loꝛd, and of their deare and 
natiue Countrep, with all cheerefull readt jefle and alacritie, either within the Realme,oz 
without, when they ſhall be thereuntoreggzred : And fozeſeeing in his Pzincely pꝛouidente 
and wiſedome what danger ( eſpectally in theſe dangerous dapes) might inſue to the whole 
State, ifhis Subiects might at their pleaſure paſſe anddepart outof this Realmeintothe 
Kingdomes , Countreys , Dommions and Territozies of fozreine Kings, Pzinces, States 
and Potentates , hath vpon mature deliberation pꝛouided remedy foꝛ the pꝛeuention of 
ſuch miſchiefe as might follow thereupon : And therefoze his Pateſty doeth ( accoz- 
ding to his Maieſties Lawes and the reſolution of his Judges, with whom conſulta- 
tion hath beene had, and agreeable to diners Pꝛeſidents in the reignes of King Edward 
the firſt, and King Edward the thirde (two molt pzudent and renowmed Kings) and o⸗ 
ther of his noble Pꝛogenitours befoze the making ofthe ſaydlate Atte by thele pzelents with 
the aduite of his Pꝛiuie Councell, ) traightly pꝛohibite and foꝛbid all maner of perſons be⸗ 
ing naturall bome Sublects of this Realme, oz any of the Dominions of the lame, of 
what eſtate 02 degree ſoeuer they bee, that they oꝛ any of them (other then ſuch perſons 
as were extepted in and by the ſayd Atte, and other then Souldiers, Merchants, Mart- 
ners, and their Fattoꝛs and Appꝛentites) ſhall not any time hereafter without ſpectall licence 
of his Maieſty, oꝛ of any foure oz moze of his Pꝛiuie Councell(whereof the Pzincipall Secre- 
tary foꝛ the time being to be one)paſſe oꝛ depart out of this Realme of England, oꝛ any of the 


domintons of the ſame, into the Kingdomes,Countreyes, Territozies oꝛ Dominione of any 
foꝛreine King, Pzince, State, oꝛ Potentate, vpon ſuch cozpozall and other great and heauy 
paines and penalties as by our Lawes may be inflicted vpon ſuch as ſhall offend therein, foz 
their ſo heinous and vnnaturall offences againſt their naturall Liege Loꝛd and Countrey in 
that behalfe. | 

Pꝛouided alwayes, that if any of the perſons befoze extepted, chall after his departure out 
of this Realme,doe,commit, put in vze, attempt, oꝛ aſſent vnto any Act, deutce, plot, oꝛ thing 
againſt his moſt Excellent Mateſty, oz any of his Kingdomes oꝛ Domintons, oz againſt any 
of his Lawes oꝛ Statutes, that euery ſuch perſon ſo offending, ſhallloſe the benefite of the 
ſayd exteption, and ſhall to all intents andpurpoſes be taken and adiudged to bee as one that 
maliciouſly and contemptuouſly paſſeth oz departeth out of this Realme contrary to the te⸗ 
noꝛ and effect of theſe Pꝛeſents. 

And whereas by errour and vulgar opinion it is conceined and giuen out by ſome, That 
all nien at this pꝛeſent be at liberty to tranſpoꝛt and tarrie out of this Realme any Golde oz 
Siluer in Coyne, Jewels, Bullion, Plate, oz Ueſſell, His Maieſtie vnderſtanding thereof, 
cauſed the Judges of the Realme to be conſulted withall in that poynt who vpon due tonſi⸗ 
deration and conference had amongſt them, haue with one conſent reſolued, that the tran{- 
poꝛtation of all manner of Golde and Siluer in Coyne, Jewels, Bullion, Plate oz Ueſſell is 
abſolutely pꝛohibited and foꝛbidden as well by the Statutes in the twentieth peere of King 
Edvard the firſt, in the ninth peere of King Edvard the third, and in the ſecond yeere of 
King Henry the ſixt, as by diners other Statutes vpon great and grienous penalties and foz- 
fcitures, Upon fiqnification of which reſolution, his moſt excellent Maie ſtie, to the intent 
that none of his louing Sublects though any erroneous conceit 02 opinion might be deceined 
and indammaged, hath in his Pzincely clemencte cauſed aſwell the ſayd reſolution of his Jud⸗ 
ges, as the Statutes themſelnes to be particularized and publiſhed foz the ſafety ofHis louing 
Subiects: And further doeth by theſe Pꝛeſents ſtraightly charge and command that all the 
. ſayd Lawesand Statutes concerning Tranſpoztationof Golde oꝛ Siluer bee firmely hol 
den, and kept and put in due execution. And doth further pzohtbit and fozbid all and all maner 
of perſons whatſoener, to car oz tranſpozt out of this Realme any Gold oz Siluer in Coyne, 
Jewels, Bullion, Plate, oꝛ Ueſſell, contrary to anyof the ſaid Lawes ozStatutes, as they 
will anlwerethe contrary at their vttermoſt perill.
